2. All examinations in the First, Second, Third and Fourth Years 
in the Course of Study, will be given at the time of the Mid-Year. 

3. All undergraduates including Local Preachers in charge, are 
required to be present at the Mid-Year. 

4. When a Preacher in full connection fails to be advanced in

is excused by a two-thirds vote of the Conference upon recommenda- 
tion of th Board of Examiners. 

5. Only certificates from our regular Theological Seminaries and 
other Educational Agencies approved by our University Senate will be 
accepted in substitution.

SECOND DAY 

Thursday, September 2nd, 1920.

— On motion of W. R. Keesey the consider- 
ation of the Permanent Fund campaign was made the order of 
the day immediately after the reading of the journal Saturday 
morning.

Smith announced the receipt of a letter from his brother, H. N. 
Smith, extending greetings to the Conference. 

Program. — On motion of J. H. Krenmyre, it was ordered 
that the time for the Bishop’s address on the Book of Acts be 
changed from 11:45 to 11:30 a. m. 
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Question of Privilege . — As a question of privilege President 
U. S. Smith made an announcement regarding the College ban- 
quet on Friday evening, the bulletin of the College, and the facul- 
ty of the institution. 

Fiscal Year. — On motion of C. B. Hankins it was ordered 
that the statistical and financial year close August 15th, 1921.

Appreciation. On motion of J. C. Kendrick the Conference 

by vote expressed its appreciation of the address of Prof. Road- 
man and the Bible stories by the young people. 

Announcements. — The pastor, W. C. Wasser, and chairman 
of committee made the announcements. 

Exposition . — The second address in the series on the Book of 
Acts was given by Bishop Stuntz, closing with prayer and the 
benediction and the Conference stood adjourned for the day. 



THIRD DAY 

Friday, September 3rd, 1920. 

Opening. — The Conference met at 8:30 a. m., with C. B. 
Hankins conducting the devotions, after which Bishop Stuntz 
called the session to order for business.

— S. T. Greenfield, D. D., of the Board of Con- 
ference Claimants, was introduced and addressed the Conference 
closing his address with the announcement of a draft for $250.00 
from the Board of Conference Claimants. 

Order of the Day. — The order of the day was called and W. 
R. Keesey for the Iowa Conference Claimants Commission, pre- 
sented the program recommended for the Permanent Fun Cam- 
paign, as follows: 

PROGRAM FOR THE PERMANENT FUND CAMPAIGN 

Your commission appointed to direct the campaign to bring 
our Permanent Fund to $400,000 presents for action of the Con- 
ference the following program. 

I. From September 6th to October 3rd, intensive publicity 
in which special effort will be made to enlist the local press in 
each community. 

II. October 3rd. Pastor's Day. Every pastor will be ex- 
pected to present the cause to his congregation without an appeal 
for subscriptions. 

III. October 4th to 8th inclusive, intensive speaking pub- 
licity reaching every church in the conference under the direction 
of a system of exchange of pastors and in which it is very desir- 
able that we enlist interested laymen. 

IV. October 10th, Laymens’ Day and launching day. On 
this day we ask our laymen to represent the cause in ever 3 ^ 
church .of the conference and definitely launch the campaign for 
subscriptions. 

V. October 10th-31st. Intensive canvass for subscriptions 
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with the undertanding that reports are to be received at the 
bulletined from the central office from October 17th-31st. 

VI. In preparation for the plan, as outlined above, the ad- 
ministration purposes to secure, as necessary inspiration to the 
program and a guarantee of the accomplishment of our financial 
goal, a minimum of $75,000 of big subscriptions, and call upon 
the pastors and laymen everywhere to co-operate in the same. 

Finally we must realize that the success of the enterprise 
hinges upon the loyal support of every pastor and layman to the 
end that the quota be reached in every charge.

Nethercut was instructed to invite the Laymen’s Association to a 
joint session at 2:00 p. m. 

Board of Examiners. — Bishop Stuntz asked Thomas Osborn 
to read the list of the Board of Examiners for the quadrennium 
as appointed by the Bishop.

Announcements. — The pastor of the church and others made 
the necesary announcements. 

Exposition. — Bishop Stuntz gave the fourth address in the 
series on the Book of Acts, closing with prayer and benediction 
after which the Conference stood adjourned.

Introduction . — Burdette B. Brown, representing the Method- 
ist Child Welfare Society, was introduced and addressed the Con- 
ference. 

Anniversary . — This being the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
the marriage of Rev. and Mrs. G. L. Minear, they were called to 
the front and Dr.C. L. Stafford, who had united them in marriage, 
in behalf of the ministers of the Muscatine District, presented 
them with twenty-five silver dollars.

Rumbaugh were continued on the same relation and requested to 
locate a year hence. 

On recommendation of this committee, George Filmer was 
granted the retired relation. 

Question Three. — Question three was called: “Who have 

been readmitted?” None. 

Question Four. — Question four was called: “Who have been 

received on credentials and from what churches?” Myron R. 
French, an elder, from the Nazarene church; Treverton Warren, 
an elder, from the Congregational church. 

Question Seventeen. — Question seventeen was called: “Who 

have been located at their. own request?” None. 

Presented. — Bishop W. F. McDowell was presented and ad- 
dressed the Conference regarding candidates for the ministry. 

Introduced. — Perry 0. Hanson of the North China Confer- 
ence, representing the Board of Foreign Missions, was intro- 
duced ^nd addressed the Conference. 
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Reports. — C. A. Field made the report of the Committee on 
Bible Story-Telling Contests, and also gave his report as Statis- 
tician. U. S. Smith, President of Iowa Wesleyan College, gave 
his report. The Conference Historian, H. C. Millice, made his 
annual report. These reports were adopted or accepted as need- 
ful and ordered published. See reports. 

Reconsideration. — On motion of Thomas Osborn, the Confer- 
ence voted to reconsider the action of Saturday relative to the ex- 
pense of entertainment at Conference. After discussion and va- 
rious motions, which failed, it was moved as a substitute, by 
C. L. Tennant, that the report be pubilshed as a suggested pro- 
gram and that it be presented to each Quarterly Conference, and 
the Conference so voted. On motion of Thomas Osborn the Dis- 
trict Superintendents were made a Coftimittee on Permanent 
Place for holding the Conference. 

Next Session . — W. R. Keesey, pastor at Mt. Pleasant, extend- 
ed an invitation to the Conference to meet there next year, and 
the invitation was heartily accepted. 

Introduced . — Hugh C. Stuntz, son of Bishop Stuntz, repre- 
senting the Board of Sunday Schools in South America, was in- 
troduced and spoke briefly. 

Reports. — H. W. Munster made the report of the Committee 
on Prorating. On motion of A. B. Hightshoe the report was re- 
ferred back to the Committee for consideration of matters left 
over from last year. Later the Committee reported on these 
matters and on motion this portion of the report was laid on the 
table. 

R. L. Patterson reported for the Deaconess Board, and on his 
motion the report was adopted. 

J. W. Pool made the report of the Board of Stewards, which 
was amended in the part regarding the apportionment to the 
charges for Conference Claimants, the District Superintendents 
being instructed to make the apportionment on the basis of the 
cash salary and membership. 

F. E. Day made the report of the Committee on Iowa Na- 
tional Bible Training School, which on his motion was adopted. 

M. E. Nethercut reported for the Committee on Temperance, 
and on his motion it was adopted. He then made a supplemen- 
tary report, which on motion of T. J. Myers, was adopted. 
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C. S. Cooper, Conference Temperance Agent, presented his 
report without reading and the same was accepted. 

Lloyd Tennant made the report for the Committee on Hos- 
pitals and also for the Committee on Epworth Leaues and on his 
motion these reports were adopted. 

F. S. Seeds reported for the Committee on Periodicals, and 
on his motion the report was adopted. 

J. C. Behrens made the report of the Committee on Sunday 
Schools, and on his motion the report was adopted. 

W. B. Ireland made the report for the Committee on District 
Conference Records and the same was accepted. 

J. S. Decker made the report for the Committee on the State 
of the Country, which on his motion was adopted. See reports. 

Year Books . — On motion of H. B. Scoles, the Secretaries were 
instructed to send free copies of the Year Book to widows of 
ministers. 

Report . — On motion of C. B. Hankins, the Business Manager 
of the Board of Publishers was given leave to file his report for 
publication without reading. 

Expenes . — On motion of C. B. Hankins, the expenses of 
officers of the Conference were allowed and a check for $15.00 
was ordered for the care-taker of the Grinnell Methodist Episco- 
pal church. 

Report . — On motion of C. A. Field the report of the Treas- 
urer was ordered printed without reading. 

Expense Fund. — W. C. Wasser reported that he had received 
$52.00 from the district collectors to repay Dr. J. M. M. Gray. 

Journal . — On motion of W. R. Keesey the minutes of the 
present session were accepted without reading. 

Adjournment . — On motion of E. J. Shook it was ordered 
that after the reading of the report of the Committee on Resolu- 
tions, and the reading of the appointments, that the Conference 
stand adjourned. 

Report. — 0. J. Fix read the report of the Committee on 
Resolutions. The portion complimentary to Bishop Stuntz was 
adopted by a rising vote of the Conference, the motion being put 
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by the Secretary. On motion of 0. J. Fix the report as a whole 
was adopted. See reports. 

Question of Privilege . — As a question of privilege W. H. 
Perdew made a statement relative to the Permanent Fund Cam- 
paign in the Ottumwa District. 

Appointments . — Bishop Stuntz made a few remarks regard- 
ing the work of the session, and the ensuing year, and read the 
appointments, concluding with the Doxology and Benediction.

BURLINGTON DISTRICT 

DEAR BISHOP STUNTZ AND BRETHREN: 

With gratitude to God for His tender mercies, and appreciation 
of the hospitality and kindness of the parsonage families and laymen 
of the District, I bring this report: 

1. Work of the Year. The majority of the churches in the District 
have had special meetings, resulting in a total of about one thousand 
conversions. While some very successful meetings were held, I believe 
that the outlook for revivals is better now than at the beginning of the 
year. Our pastors haye been eyangelistic in their preaching. They 
have preached no uncertain note, but Christ, our Redeemer and Savior. 
Sinners have been converted and the church edified. Our church ser- 
vices have had a healthy average attendance with an increasing number 
of men in evidence. 

The Sunday School is a growing factor in our church work. The 
organized class is a fruitful source of additions. Especially is this 
true of the men’s classes. There can be no question as to the value 
of the graded work. But this cannot be successfully carried on with- 
out a Teachers’ Training Class, which is a difficult thing to maintain 
in this hurrying age. 

The Epworth and Junior Leagues are doing good work and are 
both worthy of more encouragement. Our task in the Junior work 
still is to find superintendents and teachers. Mrs. Nellie Ford, of 
the Chicago office, was a great help to us in both Leagues in her 
Institute work, but especially in the line of Junior League methods. 

Not all of our churches maintain mid-week prayer meetings. Nor 
are those maintained well attended. But the prayer meeting is as 
essential as eyer and those who ayail themselyes of this fellowship find 
it a means of Grace. If we had more prayer meetings we would haye 
more reyiyals and make stronger Christians of those who are con- 
verted from time to time. 

The first session of the District Conference was held in Winfield. 
The special features of the program were addresses by Dr. Powell, of 
the Stewardship Department, and by Dr. Gilbert in behalf of the Per- 
manent Fund Campaign. The main theme of the program was the 
reyival, and all went away from the conference refreshed and de- 
termined to do their best to win souls. The spring session was held 
in connection with the League Institute in Bluff Park. While this 
plan was taken as a matter of assisting the launching of the Institute, 
I do not think it best to continue it thus. We should hold our spring 
session as a distinctively District Conference. 

I have previously referred to the District Institute which was 
held the latter part of June in Bluff Park. This was our first attempt 
to hold a Standard Institute and it was very satisfactory. President 
Bentzinger and his cabinet put on a good program, choosing most of 
their faculty from our own Conference men, of whom Dr. Tennant was 
the dean. These men gave their services freely and willingly. They 
came well prepared and did good work. Above thirty young people 
responded to the Life Service Call, three of them young men for the 
ministry. 
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58 District Superintendents* Reports. 

The Women’s Auxiliaries both had g;ood annual conventions and 
are making t3plendid reports to this Conference. You will find it in- 
teresting to note the amount of money these women are gathering up 
for the kingdom. One church has a report of over $2,000 for the two 
societies. 

The Ladies’ Aid continues to be an important organization in the 
church. They have raised thousands of dollars during the year and 
greatly promoted the social life of the churches. 

Sunday morning.. November 30, Dr. Ray Moore, of California, 
preached to the delight and edification of our congregation in Birming- 
ham. Hardly had the people reached their homes when the fire alarm 
notified them that the building in which they had just been worship- 
ing and hearing the Word, would soon be an ash heap. With heavy 
hearts, but nevertheless heroic, they, with their paster, the Rev. H. W. 
Munster, while the flames were finishing their work, began a subscrip- 
tion list for the purpose of building better than ever. They now have, 
in pledges and cash, twenty-one thousand dollars and will let the con- 
tract for the new building as soon as a reasonable bid can be had. 

Church projects are in process at Fort Madison First church and 
also in Fairfield First, but the high cost of material makes it unwise, 
if not next to impossible, to try to build at the present time. 

Brother Smith and his people are happy in the liouidation of their 
entire debt of over $1,400 on the Farmington church. They deserve our 
congratulations. Burlington Grace church began under the leadership 
of Brother Fowler, and have completed, by the splendid help of the 
present pastor, E. W. StodghilL the elimination of their debt and the 
repairing and improvement of their church and parsonage. They have 
raised about $3. 000. Danville has almost $7,000 subscribed for the 
enlarging and repairing of their church. Batavia did a thousand 
dollars’ worth of repairing and redecorating. Santa Fe Avenue, Ft. 
Madison, has paid a little over $1,600 on their church and parsonage 
debt. Liberty ville, Finley, on the Wayland charge. West Burlington, 
Montrose, New London. Burlington Circuit, Mt. Union, and Mt. Pleasant 
Circuit have each expended from a few dollars up to several hundred 
on repairs and improvements. 

The Centenary collections have been pretty carefully looked after. 
I distributed 2,000 copies of the pamphlet written by our Bishop, enti- 
tled “Centenary Money. Getting It and Spending It Thus Far.” I 
have heard of only a few who were not ready and willing to make 
their second payments. If our subscribers are kept informed as to the 
work being done, and if we teach our tithers in the way, and continue 
to instruct our church in the matter of stewardship, there need be no 
question about collecting the Centenary. If we use as much pep and 
ingenuity in the next few years in teaching stewardship as we haye in 
the last two in deyeloping “driyes,” we will haye both more religion 
and more money. 

Our salaries haye increased, this year and last, about ten thousand 
dollars. But eyen such an increase is not adequate and we now haye 
pledges which will show several thousand increase for next year. I 
know no families Avho are practicing more rigid economy than are the 
majority of our preacher families. But in spite of much self-denial 
and strict frugality, many of our preachers haye come to the close of 
the year “in the red.” 

Onr laymen did a braye and generous thing last year in fixing 
the salary minimum at $1,400. But that is not sufficient for this' year. 
It should go to $1,700. 
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For another year I have lived by the side of Iowa Wesleyan. I 
have met her students, sat in her councils of her Board of Trustees 
and know something of her spirit, of her work, and of her purpose. 
I am glad to say to Iowa Conference Methodism that their college 
is worthy of their money, their children, and their prayers. Dr. Smith 
is giving himself might, soul, and spirit to his work and is receiving, 
as he so well deserves, our co-operation and faith. 

The campaign for the Conference Permanent Fund has been well 
organized in our District. Dr. Gilbert has, by literature and public 
address, kept the matter before the people. The church recognizes 
the righteousness of this cause and will, I believe, make quick and 
good response. 

2. Looking Forward. In our District hundreds of farms have 
changed hands in the last eighteen months. The drift is toward larger 
farms. Especially is this true in the sections of high-priecd land. 
As a result, many of our charges have a smaller population than 
they had two years ago. This means adjustment, and, in some in. 
stances, relocation. Some speakers and writers, on “The Country 
Church,” are overlooking the fact that adjustment and relocation does 
not always mean decadence. We have many strong churches in the 
country. Be it also said: we have well-to-do families who have cars 
and could easily drive into town, who are loyally standing by their 
church in the country. Of course, it is true that some congregations 
and Sunday Schools are too small to work with any hope of success. 
Their people are discouraged, their young people are drifting away, 
and the whole situation lacks grip and momentum. In such cases 
there must be readjustment. Some church houses will have to be 
moved, others sold. But to move or sell a building does not always 
mean the death of the country church. Rather it should mean the 
strengthening of it. I am in hearty accord with all the plans for 
up-to-the-minute rural work. I wish that our “Schools for Rural 
Pastors” came at a time in the year when we superintendents could 
attend. The work being done at Ames, in the interest of the country 
church, is to be commended. But after all of this is said, we must 
keep in mind that we need more than anything else, a stronger course 
in our own hearts in the school of personal experience. . An experience 
of personal, glowing, passion for souls. It does not matter greatly 
how much a country preacher knows about farming and stock raising 
(he must have his knowledge in money raising) but it does matter 
tremendously how much he knows about and of the saving and keeping 
Grace of God. Our country women know how to keep house and cook, 
and our farmers know how to farm. They also know something of 
the good roads question. But, 0 brethren of the ministry, many of 
them do not know God. Many of them do not know how to live, 
how to make a life. Our first business is to edify the saints and lead 
sinners to Christ. 

The “Unit System” is gradually coming into its own. The church 
that is leaving most of the work to be done by the pastor or remain 
undone, is making no progress. But the church which is working, that 
is distributing its leadership after the fashion of the Unit System, 
is making headway. 

We had, last fall, evangelistic rallies in each group center of the 
District. In these we planned and organized for the co-operation of 
the entire group. It is the purpose of the District to follow this plan 
for the coming year. Our Epworth Leagues are hoping to have the 
service of our District Deaconess, Miss Williams, who will be a great 
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help with her singing and personal work. Our prayer has been and will 
continue to be, until a revival sweeps over the entire District, ^‘O Lord, 
revive Thy work.” 

3. Health. Only two of our men have been seriously ill during 
the year. Brother Newsom of Mediapolis, and Brother Richards of 
Yarmouth, both underwent operations, and are now good as new. Our 
esteemed brother, G. M. Tuttle, is bereaved in the death of his only 
son Arthur Barnes Tuttle, which occurred at Tucson, Ariz., on August 
26, in the fortieth year of his age. He was an alumnus of I. W. C., 
of the class of 1903, a teacher, and a devout Christian. 

4. Close. In the face of the armies and the walled cities of the 
enemy; in the face of strutting giants of iniquity, I join the minority 
report of the Survey Committee, and with Caleb say, “Let us go up at 
once, and possess it, for we are well able to overcome it.”

MUSCATINE DISTRICT 

DEAR BISHOP STUNTZ AND BRETHREN: 

Upon my appointment to this district a year ago, I found a splen- 
did organization and an optimistic spirit of service prevailing which 
reflect much credit to my predecessor. Dr. H. F. Gilbert. 

In my new field I found, to me, new difficulties and new problems; ’ 
but I also found new joys and new opportunities of service. And, in 
my personal experience the joy of service has eclipsed the dismay at 
difficulties and problems. Thanks be unto God whose grace, mercy 
and peace have been granted unto me throughout the year. 

I have preached one hundred and seventy-nine timds; have adminis- 
tered the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper sixty-nine times; have held 
a number of prayer meetings and testimony services, some of which 
were the old-fashioned love feast with the distribution of bread and 
water. I have presided over two sessions of the District Conference, 
held one hundred and forty-six quarterly conferences, besides a num- 
ber of other business meetings. 

Thirty-nine Methodist preachers are serving within the bounds of 
the Muscatine District, twelve of whom are supplies. Besides the 
thirty-seven charges printed in the Year Book, L. A. Crull is in charge 
at Gladwin, and W. H. Slack at Eureka. Of the thirty-seven charges, 
twenty-two are stations, eight are two-point works, six are three- 
point works, and one is a four-point circuit. I know of ten country 
and village Methodist churghes where we have no preaching service. 
During the past year the Pleasant Plains church on the Brighton 
charge, and the Zion church on the Ladora charge, abandoned for some 
time, but held by the trustees at the head of the charge, have been 
sold and the money received will be used in improving the property at 
the head of the charge. 

The general health of the pastors and their families, with a few 
exceptions, has been good. Mrs. David Phillips, who was in a serious 
condition in the hospital during our session a year ago, was suffi- 
ciently recovered after a few weeks to return home and is now in her 
usual health. Early last fall the health of our beloved brother, J. A. 
Glendinning, broke and he was compelled to seek relief in a change 
of climate. After resting four months in Florida, he was appointed to 
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First church, Boise, Idaho. Brother and Sister W. S. Moore, after the 
death of their daughter Mary, were for some weeks in greatly im- 
paired health., Brother and Sister Burdock had serious attacks of 
pneumonia following the influenza. Brother Brooks narrowly escaped 
death in the fire which destroyed the Tiffin parsonage and church. He 
was in the hospital for weeks, suffering with burns and pneumonia. 
There were other cases of influenza and various disorders, but in the 
goodness of God the pastors are all again in good health and are 
aggressive in their work for the Lord. 

In the appointments a year ago, two charges, Amish and Riverside, 
were left to be supplied. I secured Geo. W. Younkin, a located elder of 
this Conference, for Amish He has served faithfully and well. For 
Riverside I secured J. J. Yost, a supernumerary member of the Upper 
Iowa Conference, then taking work on a Doctor’s degree at Iowa 
City. He asked to be released the first of March and I induced R. 
Collier, just returned from wintering in California, to fill out the year. 
Both these brethren have cared well for the interests of the charge. 

During the year the Muscatine District has let the influence of its 
personnel reach distant fields in the Kingdom of God, Brother Glen- 
dinning is filling a strategic place in the west. Bishop Stuntz appoint- 
ed W. W. Bowers, of Salem, Mass., to succeed him in our important 
church in Washington. Brother Bowers has surely won the hearts of 
the people and has taken hold of the work with a masterly hand. Dur- 
ing five months, in the absence of Glendenning and prior to the coming 
of Bowers, the church was well cared for by the sweet-spirited, untiring 
and efficient labors of T. F. Barker. Hugh Neville was asked to take 
charge of the centenary program at Heath church. Salt Lake City, 
Utah; and after careful consideration he accepted. His superintend- 
ent tells me that Brother Neville is having marked success in a very 
difficult field. He writes, asking to be kindly remembered to the 
members of this conference, in which he retains his membership. J. G. 
Vanatta has finished the year at Oxford., On February 1st I released 
William Zabilka from charge at Wilton that he might go to his chosen 
work in India. By letter he tells me that with his family he reached 
India safely and is now busy in his work. He sends his word of greet- 
ing to you and asks the prayers of the Conference that his labors may 
be blessed of God. In the middle of February I appointed C. D. Loose 
to Wilton, and the first of March secured C. D. Nash for Muscatine 
North. Both these brethren have done good work in their new fields. 
Nash is a local preacher from the Cedar charge. 

In matters of finance, the local budget has been well taken care 
of by the charges. The estimate for pastoral support, in the aggre- 
gate, was increased $10,287, almost one-fourth over that of the pre- 
vious year; but still the support is inadequate for meeting the legiti- 
mate needs of the pastors. Most of the charges shared in the increase, 
and in almost if not quite every case the estimate has been paid in 
full. Some charges have fixed an increase for the coming year. 

Charges increasing pastoral support for the year which is closing 
are as follows: $100 increase, Ainsworth, Letts, Lexington and North 
Liberty; Columbus City added $121; $150 increase, Kalona, Musca- 
tine North, Webster, and West Chester; $200 increase, Amish, Keota, 
Oxford and Sweetland; Brighton added $250! $300 increase. Lone 

Tree, Victor, Wellman and Williamsburg; $350 increase. North Eng- 
lish, and Riverside including help from the Snyder fund; $400 increase, 
Marengo, West Liberty, and Wilton for the latter part of the year; $500 
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increase, Guernsey and Nichols. Ladora-Koszta, a $1,200 charge, was 
divided a year ago. This year Ladora paid $1200 and Koszta-Walnur 
paid $1600. Oakville, a $1100 charge, was dvided and Fairview- 
Toolsboro paid this year $1300, and Oakville-Huron paid $1400. Tiffin 
which had little service and paid little the previous year, paid the 
pastor $1000 this year. 

Fairview, in Louisa county, sets an example for all other country 
churches. Located at a country cross-roads, the local budget of $1735 
was cheerfully paid, and the Fourth Quarterly Conference without hesi- 
tation voted unanimously to accept a local budget for the coming year 
of $2010. Ten men, not all members, paid $100 each and will do so 
again. 

As to the offerings for the benevolences, judging from the reports 
in hand, the total from the district will exceed that of last year. Some 
charges have met their full quota, but many have not. Money has 
been plentiful but in the multitude of demands for money coming 
from every direction, for extravagant and selfish pleasure as well as 
for Christlike and unselfish sacrifice, our people have not learned to re- 
gard themselves as stewards of God’s property and to consecrate the 
tithe to the Lord. 

The system of proportionate giving as represented in the tithe is 
the scriptural and the only proper method for financing the Kingdom 
of God. 

The White Cross was presented by the pastors and received a gen- 
erous response over the district as the treasurer’s report will show. 

A number of our young people from the district attended Iowa 
Wesleyan; I wish the number might be doubled the coming year.; They 
all speak in highest praise of President Smith and his administration. 
I rejoice in the loyalty of our pastors to our own college. She has 
done much for Iowa Conference and the world. Let us do more for 
her and she will do more for the world. 

We held the fall session of the District Conference at Wellman, 
the Spring session at South English. The W. F. M. S. held her dis- 
trict convention at Letts; that of the W. H, M. S. was at Williams- 
burg. The District Epworth League covention was entertained at 
Washington. All these gtherings, each in its own sphere, gave infor- 
mation and inspiration. A number of Sunday School Group Rallies 
were held on the Webster, Lexington and other charges. 

Dr. Gilbert held group meetings over the district in the interest 
of the Permanent Fund. Some group chairmen also held such meet- 
ings.. I am sure their influence will be helpful in the campaign in 
October. I believe the charges of this District will reach their quota 
for this much-needed and important fund. 

This has not been a year marked by improvement of church and 
parsonage property. At Brighton a new basement and furnace in- 
stalled under the parsonage and a debt of $1000 was lifted. The Keota 
parsonage was reroofed and refitted inside. Lexington and Pilotsburg 
have new electric lights. These with other improvements on that 
charge, cost $1100. Wapello has installed a bathroom and furnished 
the parsonage with a new front porch; built a splendid entrance to 
church and church basement, and painted both parsonage and church 
at a total cost of about $2,500. Nichols has paid their parsonage debt 
of nearly $1,000; Williamsburg has paid about $2000 on their church 
indebtedness, Gladwin has a new church basement, nearing comple- 
tion. Some other improvements over the district have been made. 

We suffered a great loss in church property, when on February 
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27th our parsonage and church at Tiffin burned to the ground. Pastor 
Brooks believes that it was by divine intervention that his life was 
' spared. He lost all his household goods, but that gave occasion for 
a fine demonstration of brotherly love. His many friends were not 
slow to seize the opportunity, and ministers and laymen sent him tokens 
of their love and esteem. It will cost the church $20 000 to replace 
the buildings. Of this amount, $10,000 is in sight, including $3,800 
insurance. In addition, we have the promise of help from the Centenary, 
The Tiffin people hope to have a new church building enclosed before 
winter. 

We have made special effort throughout the year to promote evan- 
gelism. Many pastors have not reported, but from the reports in hand, 
I estimate that between five hundred and six hundred persons have 
been converted. Most pastors have been their own evangelists. Some 
have exchanged work. A few have had help either in singing or in 
preaching or in both. 

Consider this whole subject of evangelism for a moment. How 
earnest ( ?) and efficient (?) we are! Thirty-seven pastors more than 
one thousand members of quarterly conference, about ten thousand 
members of church; and in twelve months, five hundred conversions. 
It takes an average of twenty church members, two of them in official 
relation, working (?) twelve months to lead one soul to Christ. I 
leave out of the count the fact that hundreds of teachers and workers 
in Sunday School and League are supposed to be busy, each winning 
one to Jesus. 

Or, working with his helpers, each pastor averages one conversion 
a month. Oh, Methodism, why this small result? We have the 
machinery, but we lack the power. 

My brethren, I am filled with shame. Our Lord said: “All power 
is given unto me in heaven and in earth. Go ye therefore, and Lo, 
I am with you always,” Matt. 28, 18-20. Here we are. A division 
of the Lord’s army; more than 10,000 strong, winning five hundred 
recruits in twelve long months. Brethren, my heart earnestly yearns 
for “the time of refreshing.”. Oh, that God would pour out His Holy 
Spirit upon us and clothe us with power in this annual session of our 
Conference that the coming year may bring to us a return of deep 
consecration of ministry and laity, old-time conviction for sin; re- 
pentance and faith. A great revival is coming, but it must begin in 
the church. Oh, God, send it now and let it begin in my own heart. 

Brethren, what of the coming year? I wish every pastor would 
make’ a careful survey of his field and put it into permanent form 
that will be useable and practicable in promoting his own efficiency. 
Let the village and country pastor prepare a map of his charge and 
record the data which will help in his work. Let every pastor organize 
his charge under the plan of the unit system and work that system to 
the best of his ability. 

. Two things this year must receive special emphasis, the Perma- 
nent Fund and Evangelism. For the promotion of these and all dis- 
trict work let the chairmen of the Groups-of-Charges organize the 
groups and with team work of both ministers and laymen push for- 
ward all the church work in the various charges. Let every pastor 
with sympathy and earnestness and tactfulness utilize the Senior and 
the Junior Epworth Leagues in promoting religious life and experience 
among our young people. 

The campaign for the Permanent Fund should be completed quickly 
and the quota met fully that evangelism may early have the right 
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of way. Though we do not discredit the work of traveling evangelists, 
I trust the pastors and the churches of the Muscatine District will 
depend upon God and themselves for success in evangelism. Organize 
every church under the Unit System and insist on personal evangelism 
by pastor and people. Make every regular or special service evangel- 
istic. Pray, organize, preach and work for conversions. Cry mightily 
unto God for an outpouring of the Holy Ghost, and fit yourselves by 
prayer and scriptural study for the enduement of power. Wait, not 
passively, but actively and constantly wait upon God for a deepening 
of the religious life; for a quickening of holy and intelligent zeal; 
for a vision of Christ that will induce us to crucify self and enthrone 
our Lord in our own lives. When the conditions laid down by Jesus 
are met, then conviction, powerful conviction, will fall in the church 
and out of it, souls will be converted and the church will rejoice. 

With gratitude to God and to His Christ for the protecting and 
guiding presence of the Holy Spirit; with gratitude to the pastors and 
their families, and to the churches for their kindness, for their for- 
bearance and for their co-operation. I humbly lay at the Master’s 
feet the work of another Conference year and to my brethren respect- 
fully submit this report., GEORGE L. MINEAR. 



OSKALOOSA DISTRICT 

Oskaloosa District is composed of the greater portion of five of 
the richest counties in this highly favored state; not only a land 
that “fiows with milk and honey,” but that abounds in everything 
needful for the comfort and well-being of man. Here we have strong 
and well-established churches maintaining themselves and contribut- 
ing liberally to our benevolences, and old fields that were once prosper- 
ous but are now without pastors while deserted churches are rotting 
to the ground, fields demanding to be organized on a purely missionary 
basis, fields that would yield rich returns in a very short time. 

The task of putting on record for a year the religious work of a 
body of men and churches is a difficult one, much of the work of 
saving men’s souls and building their characters lies outside of the 
range of observation. Some of the agencies are so subtle in their 
workings and the results so different in their manifestations that no 
accurate summing up of them can be made. The preparation of men 
for their work is so varied, their temperament so different, and the 
conditions under which they are placed so divergent that an attempt 
to summarize results is at the peril of over-credit to some and injustice 
to others. There are places so difficult and destitute of all support 
that for a man, usually a young man, to hold the Standard in its place 
and keep the wavering line from falling back is victory worthy of 
the highest recognition — there are other places on the line of battle 
so well sustained that not to make advance and win victory is to lose 
opportunities that may never return. 

The men on this District, as a body, are manly, faithful and de- 
voted Christian ministers, and with the help of good wives and the 
blessing of God have been able to render successful service to the 
Church. Some have known sacrifices which have been cheerfully accept- 
ed, and others have suffered afflictions which have been patiently 
borne; to make special mention where all have done so well, would 
be unwise. 

Six charges on the district were left to be supplied last conference. 
In response to an advertisement in the Advocates, I secured one young 
man out of the few who applied. How different my results from those 
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of a like advertisement by my second presiding elder who received one 
hundred and fifty applications in a short time, fhar^ comparison 
brings no comfort to the analytical mind. 

On my return from Conference, sad at heart at being no longer 
able to sing: “A charge to keep I have,” I was confronted with an 
S, O. S. call to spend Saturday evening and all of Sunday on the 
Reasoner charge, where the pastor. Brother Moore, had the audacity 
to buy a Presbyterian church at Galesburg, and without my knowledge 
or consent, had raised all the money to pay for the same — and he and 
the entire official board met me, asking that I give my approval to 
the whole transaction! Now, brethren, this being the first time in my 
life that I had ever had anything to do with buying, building, or re- 
pairing a church building without being approached for my contri- 
bution thereto, the shock was so great that without looking at the 
Discipline I freely gave them my approval and blessing without res- 
ervations. The Board were not willing that the old church building 
should be used for any other purpose, so decided to sell the lumber 
to the highest bidder and use the proceeds to beautify the new build- 
ing. This circuit can support two pastors as soon as men are avail- 
able. The vacancies were supplied with students, most of whom have 
done excellent work and under difficult circumstances have won their 
way to the hearts of the people. Brother Gray, a Methodist Protestant 
preacher has had charge of the Knoxville circuit eleven months of the 
year, with the approval of the entire circuit. 

Changes in Pastors. On April 1st, Dr. Heppe asked to be relieved 
from the pastorate at Newton, and Dr. C. B. Hankins was secured to 
take this important charge, his ministry is being wonderfully owned 
of God in that growing city, and the members of the board at Newton 
are to be congratulated on the wisdom of their choice. 

In June Brother Jesse Monkman, who had won all hearts in the 
congregation at Hedrick, asked to be transferred to Nebraska, because 
of the continued ill-health of his wife, and Brother W. W. Whitman of 
the Nebraska Conference, came to take up the work at Hedrick, he 
has handled the situation with a master hand and is much appre- 
ciated by everyone interested in the welfare of the Church. 

During the year. Cedar has repaired her church and parsonage; 
Grinnell decorated the church in which we meet; Harvey decorated 
and repaired their church; Hedrick has made extensive improvements 
on church and parsonage; Knoxville is remodeling their building and 
will have a large and commodious, modern church when the work 
is completed. Lacey has improved parsonage and beautified the church. 
At Fremont, under the guiding hand of pastor Carson, a basement has 
been finished with modern improvements, a new heating plant installed; 
they are making other improvements and when completed this church 
will have practically a new building that will meet every need; What 
Cheer, through the untiring efforts of Brother Kennedy, has secured 
pledges for $30,000 for a new building, has purchased a central site 
and will begin work on the same in early spring. These results could 
hardly have been realized without a partial promise from the Home 
Board that a certain amount would be available from the Centenary 
fund. The figures of these and other smaller improvements will appear 
in the pastor’s reports. At Tracy by the wise generalship of Brother 
Filmer, a troublesome debt of $1600 was paid, and the people now 
face the future with confidence and courage. This was indeed a happy 
way for Brother Filmer to celebrate his forty-ninth year in the Metho- 
dist ministry, but is characteristic of the man and of the kind of work 
he’s been doing all along the way. At the proper time I will ask that 
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he be relieved of the responsiblity of a charge that he and his faithful 
wife may enjoy the remaining years of life in quietness and peace. 

Twenty-six charges increased the salary in amounts ranging from 
one to five hundred dollars, the total increase amounting to over six 
thousand five hundred dollars. 

The Sunday Schools are accomplishing a work for the Kingdom 
that we cannot record, figures can never express the actual results of 
the unselfish devotion of that large army of unpaid and often unap- 
preciated teachers and officers who give of their time and their talents 
so freely and at times with criticism as their only visible reward, the 
“In-as-much” of our Lord, however, will one day be theirs, and that 
will more than compensate for their weary hours of toil and prep- 
aration. 

The Epworth League is coming back to its former glory and is 
in great favor all over the District. Epworthians invariably exhibit 
an evangelistic spirit and are loyal to the church. The District Con- 
vention held at Newton was a great success and its influence was felt 
throughout the District. 

The call to Evangelistic Endeavor was heartily responded to by 
the pastors, revival efforts being put forth on nearly every charge, some 
adopting the suggested method of grouping of charges, others secur- 
ing evangelistic help while others did their own work with a measure 
of success. Results were far from being what we had hoped, but 
conditions were far from being ideal, and most of the pastors did 
heroic work under very discouraging conditions. Plans and sugges- 
tions all have their place, but can never supplant the Gethsemane 
Passion — that caused John Knox to cry, “Give me Scotland or I die!” 
Over six hundred and fifty conversions were reported, for which we 
give hearty thanks to God, but we have no doubt that if the super- 
intendent and his pastors could have prayed as David Brainard prayed, 
the number would have been much greater. 

We have sought in every congregation to keep before the minds of 
the people the close relation that exists between the spiritual life of 
the church and the benevolent enterprises which give outward expres- 
sion to that life. Where the call of the Centenary was accepted by the 
local church as the call of God and entered into whole-heartedly, it 
has left a fragrance like incense from the altar; . but where it was 
opposed or ignored, the members are sullen, critical and unhappy, they 
seek to justify their attitude by believing false reports as to the 
wise use of the money received, or by magnifying the needs of the 
local church for the money they withheld and are not willing to use 
in either place. Without a single exception it is the church that gives 
freely to the missionary enterprises that takes best care of the home 
base. 

What the result of our efforts has been, will be shown in the re- 
ports. We can only say we have tried to do our best for each claim 
upon the district without fear or favor. 

A personal word in conclusion: My ambition has been to work 

to the limit of my physical strength, to live at peace with God and my 
brethren, to keep their interests in my mind and near my heart. I 
have missed but few appointments, have been kindly dealt with by 
an appreciative people, have no complaints, and am thankful to God 
that inasmuch as He has given me hard work to do. He has given 
strength and disposition to do it; that I have been surrounded by the 
glory of His presence. His providences opening my way, easing my 
work, overruling my errors, and comforting the companion of my life. 
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giving her strength to weave into the garment of a beautiful life, dis- 
appointment, suffering and lonely hours, for so it seemeth good in 
His sight. I rejoice in Him today, recognizing myself as an insolvent 
debtor to God and the Methodist church, and only ask to be kept worthy 
of my brethren, and to have some place where I can do hard work for 
my Master.

OTTUMWA DISTRICT 

Bishop Stuntz and Brethren of the Conference: With glad acknowl- 
edgment of Divine favor and a deep appreciation of cordial help of 
the pastors and laymen in the work of the year, I present to the Con- 
ference this annual report for the Ottumwa District. 

“Ministerial Supply. Though we have found it increasingly diffi- 
cult to secure ministers, we have been able to supply all vacancies, and 
the year closes with every charge on the district in the care of a 
pastor. 

Pastoral Support. — Living prices of the day compel the attention 
of Quarterly Conferences to the absolute need of increased pay for the 
preacher, if he is to meet the laymen’s high demand for ministerial ser- 
vice by adhering to the Pauline slogan, “this one thing I do” and 
“count all things but dross” that he may preach the Gospel. Our pres- 
entation of the claims of ministers to a support sufficient to maintain 
his family and give himself a free and untrammeled exercise of his 
functions as preacher and pastor and pay the bills required thereby, 
has met with some encouraging response. 

Of the total advance in pastors’ salaries for the past four years, of 
$17,600, eight thousand or more than forty per cpt is credited to the 
year now closing. This four-year increase has raised the average cash 
salary for pastors on the district from $1010 in 1916, to $1470 for the 
past year, and has advanced our standing among the nineteen districts 
in the Methodism of Iowa from the place of the lowest, save one, on 
average salary in 1916, to a much higher rank in the scale of District 
average in the state and the area. 

While many charges are yet below the living standard, all but five 
of the thirty-seven estimate their support in four figures written at 
the left of the decimal. 

Building and Improvements. — Although high prices of material and 
labor have delayed the launching of large building programs, some im- 
portant improvements have been made in property. Cantril rejoices 
in a remodeled church, including a well-appointed basement and a com- 
modious auditorium made beautiful with fresco interior finish, and art 
glass windows. This church has raised the total cost of $4,500, paid 
in full besides an addition of $400 to the pastor’s salary. Milton has 
also repaired, repainted church and parsonage and added a garage. 
The total cost of $1500 is paid in full and a surplus. Buxton and KiL 
bourn churches have each put in new furnaces and paid the bill. The 
parsonage at West Grove is set on new foundation and made more 
habitable with new hard-finish 'floors, fresh paper and paint. 

By the pastor as artist craftsman, the parsonage rooms at Mystic 
have been refinished to the “Queen’s Taste.” Responding to the pastor’s 
lead the people fitted up a cement basement and installed an up-to-date 
twin-tub electric power washer. 

At Eldon a commodious kitchen has been added to the old brick 
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! manse, and the house modernized with a furnace and complete plumb- 

ing system. The total cost of $1,300 paid in full. 

Bloomfield has disposed of the old house which for forty years 
has been the shelter and domicile of succeeding pastors, and has pur- 
chased at a cost of $8,000 a new thoroughly equipped, nine-room, mod- 
ern dwelling located on a commanding site. This wise purchase, follow- 
ing the dedication of the modernized church building dedicated a year 
ago fulfills the long-cherished hope of this congregation to replace the 
outgrown and deficient by building facilities commensurate with the 
community standing and needs of an aggressive congregation. 

For the near future, Blakesburg, Cincinnati, Eldon, Jerome and 
Mystic have new buildings under advisement. Many other churches 
in the district must be rebuilt to provide for a larger constructive 
community program, or decline toward ultimate extinction. Especially 
is this true in the rural fields., Some of the parsonages are too small 
and in bad repair and a conspicuous discredit to the standing of the 
denomination in the community as well as a decided handicap to the 
efficiency of the pastor and wife who are compelled to suffer the dis- 
comfort and restriction of cramped and poor accommodations for 
themselves and families. If these houses were rebuilt and enlarged 
with better accommodations and conveniences for the pastor’s work and 
his family needs, capable men would more readily accept these charges 
and made more easy the adjustment of such appointments. 

District Conference. — The fall District Conference was held at 
Eldon the closing week of October with a program focused upon the 
Evangelistic Campaign for the year. Every sermon, address and dis- 
cussion was by design directed to that end. The Conference closed in 
a flood tide of Evangelistic fervor and the pastors returned to their 
fields to rally and organize their people for a harvest of souls. 

The spring session which met at Floris in May, featured an insti- 
tute on the problems of the Rural Church. C. J. Hewitt, head of 
the rural department at Garrett, lectured and directed discussions much 
to the help of men engaged in rural work. 

It is our pleasure to record that at this Conference of the district, 
seven men passed the examination and were voted a license to preach 
and four others were advanced to the annual Conference for admission 
on trial. 

It is our conviction that when the church including pastors and 
parents shall proceed seriously to follow the advice of the Master to 
pray to the Lord of the harvest to send laborers, including their 
own dear children, our choice young men and women shall see visions 
of the glory of the Holy Ministry and hear the voice of Jehovah in 
His temple calling and shalll answer as did the young Isiah, “Here am 
I; send me.” There is no surer method of increasing the supply of 
candidates for our ministry and missions. 

Sunday Schools and Auxiliary Societies. — -With few exceptions 
every church in the district has a going Sunday School The super- 
intendents for the most part give a devoted and intelligent leadership 
and the schools generally will show an increased enrollment over the 
year preceding. The forming of men’s and women’s organized Bible 
classes in the school is to be encouraged. The Cradle Roll should be 
devotedly maintained by a special superintendent and committee, and a 
teachers’ training class held regularly in every church, to aid our teach- 
ers in caring for their classes, with greater satisfaction to themselves 
as well as for better results in the work of the school. 
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The W. F. M. and the W. H. M. S. continue to render a highly 
important service in their emphasis on mission study and the training 
of our young women and children in the application of the Gospel from 
which World Evangelism has not been omitted. The work of these 
societies is a spiritual tonic in the life of every church which main- 
tains them, and promotes a broader, more intelligent and more gen- 
erous financial support for the local church interests and all other calls 
of the kingdom. 

Ladies’ Aid Societies and Guilds are well organized and do excel- 
lent work in promoting sociability, visiting the sick and needy, and add- 
ing to the financial resources, in time of need, for building improve- 
ments of church and parsonage, making up salaries and contributing 
to the forward movement of the church. A number of these societies 
have subscribed and pay regularly to the Centenary, College Endow- 
ment or Retired Preachers’ Fund. Most of the aids are eminently suc- 
cessful in handling their funds. Fourth Quarterly Conference reports 
for the year record the raising of many hundreds of dollars, and while 
every Ladies’ Aid and Guild reports a balance in the treasury, th^ soci- 
eties generally practice the principle that it is more blessed to give 
the money into the service Of the church than to hold a deposit in the 
bank. 

The status of the Epworth League is of deep concern to all pas- 
tors and others interested in the spiritual life of our young people. Very 
careful and prayerful thought must be given to the care of our youth. 
In some of our charges our young people are as sheep without a 
shepherd. The appalling indifference prevailing in some of our 
charges should be swept out with all its blight and plague by an en- 
thusiastic but sane campaign for young people’s work, led by the 
pastor and his helpers supported by official members, parents and Sun- 
day school teachers, to fortify our youth against temptation which 
cools the religious ardor and saps the spiritual vitality of our young 
men and women, and sometimes eventuates in a life tragedy for some 
lambs of the flock. 

A well-attended and spirited Convention of district young people 
convened at Albia in June and the following cabinet officers were 
elected : 

President — F. M., Garrett, Mt. Pleasant. 

First Vice-President — Miss Emma Stuckey, Centerville. 

Second Vice-President — Miss Nellie Wainscott, Douds. 

Third Vice-President — Mrs. A. B. Copeman, Ottumwa. 

Fourth Vice-President — Miss Kate Fuller, Mystic. 

Secretary-Treasurer — Miss Esther Millhouse, Ottumwa. 

Dean of Institute — A. A. Heath, Ottumwa. 

Board of Control— Thos. Osborn, W. A. Longnecker, W. J. Fowler. 

All these organizations now under review are vital to the well- 
rounded program of a growing Methodist church, and it is our purpose 
to begin at once an urgent move not only to enlarge our Sunday 
schools, but to secure Women’s Missionary Society, a Ladies’ Aid 
and an Epworth and Junior League for every church in the District. 

Evangelism and Conversions. — The campaign for conversions has 
been consistently urged and the pastors have been fully in line with the 
spirit and purpose of the campaign. Some kind of meeting was held 
and conversions reported on every charge in the district but four and 
in these unavoidable hindrances prevailed. One charge was without 
a pastor durijJg the winter and early spring months. In another the 
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pastor, to play the part of honor with his creditors and protect his rep- 
^ utation for honesty as a minister and provide for his family felt 

I obliged to supplement his insufficient salary by spending much time in 

• other labor which in normal conditions he would have spent among 

the people. In a third, well formed plans for meetings were indefinitely 
deferred by the illness of the pastor which confined him to the house 
for some weeks and left him reduced in strength for some time 
after. However, new plans are now on to open meetings on this charge 
following closely the closing of the conference session. On a fourth 
I charge, after much uncertainty and delay, an effort uniting all points 

on the circuit was begun and a big tent meeting is now in full swing, 
returns from which were not available for this report. 

In tabulating the results in other charges, we wish to decry any 
wish to make numbers the chief concern in Evangelism, as some do 
vainly practice, and also that there is no intent in this report to dis- 
credit the devoted labors of any man, the visible results of whose effort 
may be small in numerals. But as all are aware, this evangelistic cam- 
paign was a distinct feature of the year’s program, for which all pastors 
and churches were called into a church-wide movement. For this rea- 
son, we assume that the report of specific results by charges will be 
in order as well as of interest to the district and conference as a 
whole. 

The number of conversions reported by charges are as follows: 
Avery-Hilton 2, Blakesburg 2, Richland 3 Packwood 4, Farson 6, Eldon 
8, Florist 9, Exline 10, Milton 12, Kirkville 12, Highland 14, Main St., 
Ottumwa 15, Jerome 16, Ottumwa Ct. 17, Keosauqua 21, Pittsburg 22, 
Bloomfieldl 23, Unionville 25, Willard St. 27, Cantril 28, West Grove 
29, Agency 30, Iconium 37, Chillicothe 40, Cincinnati 50, Albia 52, Inc. 
S. S. decisions. Moulton 62, First Church, Ottumwa, 75, Mystic 85 (inc. 
S. S. decisions), Moravia 138, Douds-Leando 174, Centerville 180. 

These figures show that ninety per cent of the charges of the dis- 
trict went into action and the total result is 1228 conversions. Our 
questionnaire on the subject also reveals that 815 or more than three- 
fourths of the whole number converted, were enrolled in the SundaJ 
schools, which fact is as a speeding arrow from the bow of God point- 
ing our swift attention to the most fruitful field for evangelistic prac- 
tice, and from which to recruit the membership of the church. We may 
also note in passing that for the year 461 have been received by letter 
and this is referred to for the sake of the comment that reports show 
that where evangelism has succeeded most, the largest number in 
proportion of accessions by letter are also reported and are without 
doubt a direct result of evangelistic zeal. 

A District Survey. — A survey of every church and surrounding 
community in the district has begun. As the work is slow and much 
I time required for visitation and collection of data, the survey has just 

I gotten fairly started in the district as a whole. But some items gath- 

ered from the information already at hand, are of more than passing 
interest. The largest individual subscription on the annual budget for 
the year is $500 and $2000 per year on the Centenary. The largest 
average per member for the charge is $16 per year for local budget and 
$13.45 on Centenary. The largest total per member on a charge in- 
cluding both Budget and Centenary per year is $26. 

Ninety per cent of the charges are using the Disciplinary Plan. In 
several charges where this plan is not put on by the stewards, the de- 
pendable supporters represent as low as 30 per cent of the membership. 
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and in one charge 25 per cent of the men of the church are non-support- 
ers. We are convinced that a proper use of the Disciplinary Plan of 
raising Budget expenses would greatly increase the per capita giving 
and enlist the support of non-paying members of the church. No better 
plan has been found, outside of the tithe for financing the local church 
than that proposed by our Discipline. With a thoro use of this plan, 
including the every member canvass, running expenses are most easily 
raised and deficiencies avoided. 

A rural survey covering a radius of four miles from each village 
and country church is being worked out. Only eleven charges have 
gone far enough with the canvass to make even a partial report. But 
from these eleven charges we have these very significant returns: 
Whole number of people tabulated, 4,456. Included in this number are 
127 resident Methodists who have not transferred their membership to 
the local church; 89 others who express a Methodist preference, and 
974 who have no church preference, making a total of 1590 who come 
within the area of active endeavor of our church. If the same ratio 
holds in the other fifteen rural charges, our rural constituency in this 
district outside the present membership is 3750. However, the work in 
the eleven charges reporting is only 60 per cent complete, so that 
the totals will far exceed these figures. Again, 1843, or 40 per cent of 
the whole number tabulated are under twenty-one years of age, repre- 
senting a probable Sunday school constituency and the age most hope- 
ful for evangelism. 

In these resources of religiously unattached human life of adults 
and youth of the rural communities lies the hope and salvation of the 
rural church. 

The General Benevolences. — The total paid on Centenary and 
Benevolence funds will surpass that of last year. Centerville and First 
Church Ottumwa, two of the largest churches, make their first pay- 
ment, and as a result of efforts of pastors to complete the canvass on 
their charges, other additions have been made. To the majority of our 
people their Centenary Subscription is a contract and a sacred obliga- 
tion which they will discharge not only from a sense of honor, but as a 
thank-offering joyfully rendered unto God. 

However, much information is needed among the people to correct 
misunderstandings and instruct the church in the purpose and scope of 
the great Centenary program. To this end we would put an Advocate 
into every home, and have already distributed some thousands of 
copies of the excellent leaflet by our presiding Bishop on Getting and 
Spending Centenary Money.

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT OF IOWA WESLEYAN COLLEGE. 

TO THE MEMBERS- OF THE CONFERENCE. 

Dear Brothers: As President of Iowa Wesleyan College, I am 
submitting the following as my first report of this institution. First, 
I wish to thank all the brethren for their hearty co-operation and 
sincere sympathy and interest in the arduous task that confronts us 
in attempting to manage a college in these most difficult and trying 
days. You are exceedingly busy men, and I know it, but a word 
from you at the right time and a helping hand at the right moment 
is the only way by which the institution can succeed. 
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The past year had been a very strenuous year and a very trying 
one for all colleges or institutions which were depending on the publilc 
for their support. The coal shortage interfered with our work for a 
few weeks, but aside from this we were uninterrupted by other hin- 
drances or disease. We had very little sickness among cur student? 
and no epidemics. We noted, however, that the spirit of unrest 
abroad in the land which grew up during the war and has obtained 
world-wide since the war, considerably affected the student body and 
necessarily diminished their interest in their college work. This, to 
a large extent, wore away before the year was over, and the work 
of the college was successful to a large degree. At the close of the 
school year there were a number of vacancies in the faculty, all of 
which were filled several weeks ago. These vacancies have been filled 
by strong men, most of them experienced teachers, and we are cer- 
tain that Iowa Wesleyan College now has the strongest faculty it has 
had in many years. We are expecting to open the school September 
14th, with everything in line for a very succcessful year. 

Touching the question of finance I am compelled to report that 
the institution is insufficiently endowed to be able to run without deficit 
in these times of exorbitant prices. The small compensation to teach- 
ers, the ever-increasing cost of the necessities of living, the flattering 
offers in business and commercial crcles have made it impossible to 
supply the proper number of teachers without considerably increased 
salaries. These salaries were increased more than $8,000 over those 
of last year and still we find many of them pitiably small. It is hu- 
miliating to ask men and women who have fitted themselves as in- 
structors to take the salaries that we are forced to ask them to 
accept. 

The large number of scholarships, ninety-eight of which were in 
use last semester, the amount of annuity paid on properties, the in- 
come from which is insufficient to pay these annuities, together with 
the bonds annually retired from the income of our endowment; and 
added to this the interest on the present indebtedness has greatly re- 
duced the available funds for the current expenses of the institution. 
Thus no one need be surprised when we report, that aside from the 
improvements made, there was a deficit of about $11,000 in running 
expenses of this institution the past year. 

January 1, 1921, the final payment on the pledges to the $500,000 
endowment campaign fund becomes due. Mr. J. B. McNeil has been 
secured as a field man and’ will give his entire time to the renewal of 
pledges, collecting of these subscriptions and other general field work. 
He is now entering upon his activities and I am hoping that he shall 
be welcomed to every charge and used in your Sunday Schools, Epworth 
Leagues, Prayer Meetings and even in your pulpits, when you are 
needing a thorough-going, energetic, Christian layman for such pur- 
poses. 

The collected cash endowment fund of this institution is in round 
numbers $312,000. We have about $30,000 worth of property on which 
annuities are paid. We have also other lands and properties from 
which little income is realized. The running expenses the past year 
were $65,910.76 and our income was $55,060.92 showing a deficit of 
$10,849.84. 

ADVANCE is the only guarantee of life. In the very, very near 
future we must have a gymnasium, library, conservatory, science hall 
and central heating plant, and I think this must speedily be followed 
by a men’s dormitory and houses for the faculty. The time has come, 
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in my humble judgment, when we must invest at least $50,000 ;n suit- 
able homes for members of the faculty, if we hope to hold them to 
the institution. I am fully persuaded that the modern college must 
house both its students and faculty. 

I trust the pastors all appreciate the seriousness of the financial 
situation confronting all colleges, and particularly our own. The only 
hope of running this institution successfully lies in the brethren giving 
great care to the collection for Iowa Wesleyan College. The $1.00 per 
member from each charge wdll guarantee a successful year without 
deficit — without this a balance is impossible. If this money can be 
counted upon annually for the next few years, giving us time to put 
on a suitable campaign for building and endowment funds. I can see 
a future for the college, but without this advance and this loyal sup- 
port of the charges of the conference we are facing grave difficulties. 

The outlook for the present school year is very good, and with 
the co-operation of the brethren of the conference, the loyal support 
*which every man is able to give, I am happy to report that Iowa 
Wesleyan College has a great field of activity and a future of unbound- 
ed success and usefulness.

The name of this organization shall be the Bible Feature Program 
League of the Iowa Annual Conference. 

The purpose of the League shall be that of supplementing the 
religious instruction of the childhood and youth of every charge by the 
means of Bible story telling contests and pageantry. 

The membership of the League shall include all members of the 
Methodist church, Epworth League and Sunday school, between the 
ages of eight and twenty, including those of the Junior, Intermediate 
and Senior departments of the Sunday school and all young people 
associated in our church of High School age.

The pastor, with two members of the charge, appointed by himself 
shall be responsible for the local contests. 

The members of commission representing the districts, together 
with two pastors, from the sub-district, appointed by the district super- 
intendents shall be responsible for the sub-district and district contests. 

This commission shall be responsible for the Annual Conference 
contests. 

Necessary literature will be suggested by the commission and can 
be secured from the Book Concern.

We rejoice in the achievements and in the program of the Board 
of Temperance, Prohibition and Public Morals of our church, and we 
are glad to give our confidence to its wise and aggressive tactics.

. CONFERENCE TEMPERANCE AGENT. 

As your agent, we have distributed in the Sunday Schools, Leagues 
and congregations, temperance literature equivalent to 40,000 12mo 
pages. The distribution has been as wise and careful as we know how 
to make it, and included one hundred copies of “The Liquor Problem” 
by Norman Richardson, and fifty copies “The Greatest Common De- 
stroyer” by McCain and Picket. These were given to the officers and 
teachers of the Leagues and Sunday Schools to be used in preparing 
supplmentary programs in connection with the quarterly temperance 
lessons. 

In addition to the above we handed out four thousand M. E. Tem- 
perance Pledge Cards, which were signed by more than two thousand 
of our young people, pledging themselves to personal abstinence from 
all intoxicating beverages and to use their influence to abolish the 
liquor habit and traffic. The names of these signers are to be placed 
upon the Wall Pledge — a Roll of Honor to be exhibited on each quar- 
terly temperance day, when additional signers may be secured.

CONSTITUTION PREACHER’S AID SOCIETY OF THE IOWA 

ANNUAL CONFERENCE. 



ARTICLE I. 

The name of this organization shall be “The Preacher’s Aid So- 
ciety of the Iowa Annual Conference.” 

ARTICLE II. 

Object. 

The object of the organization is to care for the following expenses 
which may be incurred when a member passes away. 

1. To pay for printing and mailing the notice of death. 

2. To provide flowers for the funeral, the expense not to exceed 
five dollars. 
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3. To pay the traveling expenses of not more than three repre- 
sentatives of the Conference who may be appointed by the Conference 
or by the District Superintendents to attend the funeral of a member 
at a remote distance. 

4. To pay the widow, estate or administrator of the deceased the 
sum of two hundred dollars, which amount shall be due within ten 
days of the dececaso of a member, but in no case shall the amount ex- 
ceed the amount obtained from a single assessment. 

The provisions of 1, 2, and 3 above shall be understood to apply to 
every minister of the Conference. 

ARTICLE III. 

Dues. 

Each minister shall pay to the treasurer two dollars as an initial 
payment and thereafter two dollars upon receipt of the notice of the ll 

death of a member. Failure to so pay within thirty days constitutes 
a lapse of membership. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Membership. 

All members of the Iowa Conference are eligible to membership, 
also all persons doing supply work in the Conference. 

ARTICLE V. 

Officers. 

The Secretary of the Conference shall be the secretary and treas- 
urer of this organization and it shall be his duty to receive and dis- 
burse funds in accordance with the above provisions. He shall also 
make a report of receipts and disbursements at each session of the 
Conference, which with a list of the membership, shall be published in 
the records of the Conference. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Death Notice. 

The death notice of a member of the organization, whether issued 
by a District Superintendent of a pastor, ishall include this statement: 

“Member of Preacher’s Aid Society” and on receipt of such notice each 
member shall rmit two dollars to th treasurer. 

ARTICLE VII. 

Amendments. 

This constitution may be amended at any seasion of the Confer- 
ence by a majority vote of the members of the society present and 
voting.

MEMOIRS 



JOSEPH EDMUND CORLEY. 

Joseph Edmund Corley was born at Cold Spring, Shelby County, 
Illinois, in the year 1844, and closed his earthly career at the home 
of his youngest son. Prof. Ames H. Corley, New Haven, Conn., Friday, 
February 6th, 1920. 

Following his common school education he was a student in 
Shelby Seminary, Shelbyville, 111., and then at a Lutheran College, 
Springfield, 111. In 1868 he entered Iowa Wesleyan, graduating in 1871. 
At the session of the Conference following he was received on trial. 
The Conference was held in Mt. Pleasant with Bishop Ames presiding. 
Two years later he was admitted into full membership and ordained 
Deacon by Bishop Bowman. At the session of 1875 he was ordained 
Elder by Bishop Merrill and left without appointment to attend 
school. The three next years were spent at the School of Theology, 
Boston University, where he graduated with the degree of Bachelor of 
Divinity in 1878. 

Following his graduation. Brother Corley returned to the Iowa 
Conference, where he continued in the pastoral relation and work 
till 1904, when he was given the supernumerary relation which was 
continued another year. Portions of these two years were spent 
in travel around the world. Embarking from a Pacific coast port 
he visited oriental lands, and in the Philippines was joined by his sons 
Foss and Ames, who had just completed three year*? teaching 
there in the Government schools. The three traveled together, 
visiting Egypt, Palestine and various European countries. Reaching 
America several months in advance of the conference seission, he 
supplied a charge on Long Island and reached Iowa in time for 
conference in 1906 when he resumed pastoral work for the next 
five years. He was then given the retired relation following which 
he located in Texas for a few years, then went to the state of New 
York where he supplied at Chestertown and Luzerne till last Novem- 
ber, when with Mrs. Corley he went to his son’s home in New Haven. 

The illness resulting in his death was very brief. On Wednesday 
evening, February 4th he retired, apparently in his usual health, but 
before morning suffered a stroke of apoplexy from which he did not 
regain consciousness, and Friday morning he breathed his last. 

Funeral services were held at the home of his son. Dr. Karl 

C. Corley, Washington, D. C., with Bishop J. W. Hamilton and Dr. 
J. S. Montgomery in charge, and interment was made in Rock Creek 
Cemetery. 

January 17th, 1872, Mr. Corley was united in marriage to Miss 
Ida Champ Ferris, at Mt. Pleasant, Iowa. They had been classmates 
in college and through the forty-nine years of his life as a Methodist 
minister she was an unfailing helper and burden bearer in all the 
exacting duties of his work as pastor and presiding elder.

’06; Wilton, ’08; North English, ’10; Retired, ’ll. 

Brother Corley was a well trained man and one who maintained 
his mental life on a high level. He was widely read, observant and 
critical in the better sense, a man who found delight in the very best 
thought of his fellow men, and one who had he been so disposed was 
abundantly Qualified to enrich the current literature of his day. He 
was a contributor to several of our church papers and his contribu- 
tions indicated clear thought, discernment and withal a sense of hu- 
mor that was delightful. This writer recalls vividly a paper which 
he read at a session of the Muscatine District Conference at West 
Liberty, which during the entire reading, a period of about 25 minutes, 
kept the conference in a continuous roar of laughter. Its publication 
was requested and even urged, but the writer’s innate modesty led to 
persistent refusal. 

This trait in Brother Corley was marked by all who knew him. 
The superficial, particularly that which was meant for popular effect 
was most distasteful to him. The all-to-general and indiscriminate be- 
stowal and use of honorary degrees was loathsome to him and pri- 
vately at least, called forth scathing sarcasm. 

Genuineness, whole-heartedness and manlineses were traits of 
character in which he not only believed but which he magnified in 
his life. 

Necessarily one whose life was characterized by these splendid • 
traits, found his great example and inspiration in Christ whom he 
loved most sincerely and whose Church and Kingdom he ever sought 
to protect and promote. As a minister of the gospel he was true to 
the highest and best standards of thought and life, and he gave him- 
self unsparingly and uncomplainingly to the varied and exacting duties 
of the ministry. He served the college from which he and his wife 
and two eldest sons graduated, as secretary of the board of trustees 
for about ten years. 

The following tribute to Brother Corley is by Rev. W. G. Wilson 
of the Iowa Conference, now retired and living at Los Angeles Cal. 
All those who realy knew him will heartily second these words of loving 
appreciation: 

“In the death of the Rev. J. E. Corley, of the Iowa Conference, 
there has passed on to the church triumphant one of the purest and 
most upright men I have ever known. Truly a white soul. For fifty- 
two years 1 have known and been intimately acquainted with him; 
two years in college and three years we roomed together while at- 
tending the school of Theology in Boston University. Since 1871 we 
have been members of the same Conference and in continued corre- 
spondence. I have had opportunity to know and understand him as 
no other man, and as I look back over the association and friendship 
of all these years I do not recall a circumstance in his life nor a fea- 
ture in his character to mar the beautiful memory I have of him. I 
have not only resnected and honored him, but have truly loved him 
and am greatly afflicted in his death. I weep with his wife and chil- 
dren in their bereavement and rejoice with them in the prospect of the 
great glory awaiting us all beyond the grave.” 
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MARY LATHAM. 

Mary Latham was born in Barbour county, West Virginia, Octo- 
ber 1st, 1830. Her maiden name was Mary Ann Walter. She united 
with the Methodist Episcopal church in early childhood and led a beau- 
tiful Christian life until she was called home. Almost the last thing 
loved ones heard her speak of was her joy in the Christian life. 

On August 5th, 1856 she was married to James W. Latham, a 
Methodist minister. Their home was blessed with six children, two 
boys and four girls. But one of these survives her, Mr. C. E. Latham 
of Redlands, Cal., 'with whom she had made her home for almost thirty 
years. . , 

Her husband’s death occurred January 1st, 1872, at Keosauqua, la. 
Sister Latham’s last illness was attended with much pain and suffering 
but she quietly fell asleep on the morning of June 25th, 1920, in the 
ninetieth year of her age. 



NANCY L. SIGLER RUNYON. 

Nancy Lorinda Sigler was born in Greencastle, Indiana, November 4, 
1834, passing away at her home in Sidney, Iowa, Sunday, September 
28th, 1919, at the age of 84 years, 10 months and 24 days. 

She had been a resident of Iowa for 83 years, coming to Iowa at 
the age of two years. Her father settled in the southeastern portion 
of the state and was owner of the Sigler mill at Keosauqua, and with 
Ed. Manning and others, platted and located the town of Keosauqua. 
In fact, his homestead was a portion of the town site of that place. 

She was united in marriage to H. Runyon, of Hillsboro, Iowa, on 
November 6, 1853, and to this union four children were born: W. W., 
of Corning, Iowa, now deceased; Mrs. Pierce Metz of Omaha; E. W. 
and Mrs. Nellie Chappell of Sidney. 

They located in Sidney in 1897 and have since resided there, Mr. 
Runyon passing away at the age of 84 years. 

Mrs. Runyon united with the Methodist chur<ih at the age of six- 
teen years, and as long as her health permitted, she was an active 
worker in both Sunday school and church. Her husband was a minister 
during the Civil war and afterwards as long as his health permitted 
him to preach. 

For the past twenty years, Mrs. Runyon has been a semi-invalid, 
the past three years, a shutin. 

The funeral was conducted at her home at 3 o’clock Monday after- 
noon by Dr. Dickinson, assisted by Rev. Henry Butler. 

Her favorite songs were rendered by Mesdames Vernon Johnson, 
Henry Butler and J. R. Ettleman. Interment was in the Sidney 
cemetery. 



SARAH M. SHEPHERD. 

Sarah M. Shepherd, of Keosauqua, Iowa, wife of Rev. C. W. 
Shepherd, who was for many years treasurer of the Iowa Conference, 
was born in Ohio, July 12th, 1842. Her parents moved the same year 
to Van Buren county, Iowa, where all of her life was spent. She 
became the wife of Rev. C. W. Shepherd, May 24th, 1874. Mrs. 
Shepherd died Sunday morning, April 11th, 1920, aged 77 years, 8 
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months and 27 days. She was taken to the hospital in Ottumwa, Iowa, 
late last fall, where she submitted to an operation for cancer of the 
heart. For a few weeks the prospects for a perfect recovery were 
promising, when suddenly she grew weak and faded away. For a 
good many years she knew the work, the joys and the hardships of 
a Methodist itinerant’s wife, but was happy in the toils, and patient 
in all the trials of a pastor’s wife. Her pastor called frequently and 
found her still growing in faith and love and the prospective vision 
of a mansion, a robe and a crown brightened her life and sweetened 
her spirit. She was ready for the transition and welcomed the hour 
of her going home. 

The funeral service was held April 15th from the church at Keo- 
sauqua, Iowa, and was conducted by her pastor, J. C. Caughlan, assisted 
by Rev. J. C. Kendrick, of Ottumwa, Iowa, a long time friend of her 
companion. She rests by the side of her companion in the Keosauqua 
cemetery.

3. The place of meeting shall be required to guarantee an ade- 
quate number of rooms for lodging at an average price not to exceed 
fifty cents per day, and ample facilities for board and suitable housing 
for the purposes of the Conference session, and to pay all running 
expenses of the buildings so used.

REPORT OF CONFERENCE HISTORIAN. 

TO THE MEMBERS OF THE IOWA CONFERENCE. 

Dear Fathers and Brethren : The work of the past year has shown 
a jjreat deal of interest as I have been eng^ag'ed in endeavoring to 
jrather facts conceding the early history of Iowa Methodism. As 
the years pass I discover that but little care is taken of early history 
and preserving the old records. I found one set of records in a basket 
at a church that were full of interest; among which was the quar- 
terly conference records reaching back to the early fifties and giving 
historical items which reached back almost to the beginning of the 
conference in 1844. 

The church at Chillicothe had much to do with the beginning 
of the work in this section, and William W. Knight, one of the charter 
members of the conference, and the second one to die, sleeps in the 
Chillicothe cemetery. There has been some valuable books handed 
me for examination and care reaching back to the early history of the 
Columbus City charge. 

There should be great care taken to see that no records lay 
around loose, and thus be destroyed. A few years ago I found a church 
record of membership some forty miles from the charge to which 
it belonged, and I had the pleasure of taking it to where it belonged. 
I have also found a valuable record in a store, which had no business 
there, and should have been kept where it belonged; I got it to its 
place of residence quickly. 

I feel like urging every pastor in the conference to be careful 
in the care of church records, whether of membership or quarterly 
conference, and see that they are not mutilated, forgotten and de- 
stroyed. 

During the year I have had bound a set of the Daily Ohio State 
Journal giving a daily account of the great Centenary celebration at 
Columbus, Ohio. This record will increase in value as the days pass 
by and many of the scenes and times are forgotten. I have also had 
bound two sets of the conference minutes commencing with 1844 to 
1853 and 1857, one set for the collection at Mt. Pleasant, and the other 
to be deposited with the Methodist Historical collecton of the State 
Hstorical collection at Des Moines. 

That history may be preserved as the years pass by, I have secured 
a picture of the last session of the conference at Muscatine and had 
properly framed without any expense, which has been placed in the 
historical collection at Mt. Pleasant. 

After a long hunt I have found and had printed a fine set of 
labels for the collection at Mt. Pleasant; by these we can better learn 
where many of these records and valuables come from,. 

Plans have been inaugurated, which I trust may succeed in placing 
an oil portrait of John Wesley in the Iowa Historical Building which 
I trust will have the hearty co-operation of the conference. The work 
was inaugurated by the historians of Iowa Methodism at a recent 
meeting at Des Moines. I shall be glad to assist as far as possible 
in any of this early history, and ask that such matters that touch 
early Iowa Methodism shall be placed where I may get in touch with 
them.
